WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  George  the  Third,  by  the  grace 
of  Gody  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
5  and  so  forth,  by  His  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain, 
bearing  date  the  Twentieth  day  of  August,  in  the  second  year  of  His 
said  Majesty’s  reign,  did  give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  John  Ryan, 
my  executors,  admors,  and  assigns,  .  His  special  licence,  full  power, 
sole  priviledge  and  authority,  that  I,  the  said  John  Ryan,  my  executors, 
10  administrators,  and  assigns,  should  and  lawfully  might,  during  the  term  of 
years  therein  expressed,  make,  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  that  part 
of  His  said  Majesty’s  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  Dominion 
of  Wales,  and  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  and  also  His  Colonies  and

Leprous  and  Scrofulous  Disorders,  they  being  the  most  perfect  Solution  of 
Minerals  ever  yet  discovered;  transparently  Miscible  with  Water,  a 
certain  Criterion  for  all  compleat  Solutions  of  Resinous  Bodys,  Gums,  and 
20  Medicinal  Fossils,  a  specifick  Quality  peculiar  to  these  Drops,  the  Want 
of  which  Miscibility  renders  the  Virtues  of  all  other  pretended  Solutions 
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and  Antiscorbutick  Remedies  hitherto  invented  so  confined  and  ineffectual;” 
in  which  said  recited  Letters  Patent  there  is  contained  a  certain  proviso,
